On Ascension Day His Holiness Pope Pius XI 
formally issued a Papal bull proclaiming the year 
1925 as the holy or jubilee year, many high digni- 
taries of the Church being present to hear the proc- 
lamation in the Papal throne room of the Vatican 

The announcement will give new impetus to 
preparations for receiving and caring for pilgrims 
and visitors from ail parts of the world. The great 
importance of the holy year, however, is that it 
will be, in a sense, a preparation for the ecumenic 
council which the Pontiff is expected to call, and 
which should open not later than Christmas day, 
1995 

During the holy year the Pope will personally 
interview the bishops visiting the city in regard to 
the situations in their respective dioceses, and as 
to whether or not it will be possible for them to 
spend several months in Rome during the council 
Much depends on the answer of the bishops, as, in 

ise the council is called, a special hall must be 
rected capable of seating some 2,000 bishops and 
their secretaries. 

Cardinal Hayes presided on June 12th, over the 
seventy-ninth commencement of Fordham Uni 
versity.

lhe Immigration Bureau of the National Cath- 
‘ic Welfare Conference in New York has just com-

The woman, coming 
from England, sought her husband, also English, 
who had been in this country nine years. She had 
heard intermittently from him, but the last letter 
was in February. The Immigration authorities 
held her on the technical charge that she was likely 
to become a “public charge,” and turned the task 
of finding the husband over to three immigrant aid 
groups, of which the N. C. W. C. Bureau was one. 
rhe other two agencies were non-Catholic, as were 
the woman and her husband. The three agencies 
set to work. On the second day after the search 
started, the Catholic agency had found the man, 
after a process of getting in touch with fourteen dif- 
ferent persons. 

A novel triple ceremony, probably unique, has 
just been celebrated in Gethsamane, Ky., by the 
Abbey of Our Lady of Gethsemane, famous Trap- 
pist monastery. It was a triple jubilee: the dia 
mond jubilee of the abbey, the golden jubilee in 
religion of the abbot, the Rt. Rev. Edmond M. 
Obrecht, O. C. R. and the abbot’s silver abbatial 
jubilee. Cardinal Dougherty, archbishops, bishops, 
monsignori, priests and prominent laymen came 
for the ceremonies, which included a Pontifical 
Mass by the Cardinal. Praise was showered on 
the monastery and its venerable abbot. Strange 
scenes were enacted, emphasizing the piety of the 
members of the order. Splendor in richly- colored 
vestments flashed about the ancient buildings, yet 
the monks held to their drab garb; their silence, 
for the most part, and their austere, contemplative 
mien. The order set forth for its guests a bounte- 
ous banquet, yet the food of its own members was 
the plain fare they have taken from pewter bowls 
since they took their vows. Gay flags decked the 
sternly plain dining hall. 

Ohio Knights of Columbus have taken their place 
in the campaign against publication and distribu- 
tion of immoral literature and, each of the 114 coun- 
cils in the state will cooperate with other orga”- 
izations in their respective communities to wipe 
out the evil of pernicious literature. This action 
will be taken in conformity with a resolution 
adopted at the silver jubilee convention of the 
erder in Ohio, in Cleveland, attended by 300 dele- 
gates and officers. 


One of the features of the Commencement Week 
exercises at the Catholic University of America, 
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June 7 to 11 was the saying of the Baccalaureate 
Mass in the National Shrine of the Immaculate 
Conception. This ceremony, at which the Rev. 
John Cooper, D. D., preached, marked the formal 
opening of the Shrine to the student body of the 
university. 


Austria’s hope to contribute to the reconstruc- 
tion of shattered Europe was outlined in a mes- 
sage sent by Monsignor Seipel, the Austrian Chan- 
cellor, to the Newman Society dinner at Oxford, 
England. Monsignor Seipel’s message, which was 
read by the Austrian Ambassador, Baron Franck- 
enstein, said: “The efforts of the Austrian people 
and their government are centered on the aim of 
contributing to the spiritual and economic recon- 
struction of Europe. I am convinced that this work 
must be carried through by a close solidarity of all 
nations” 

Several Tokio stores are displaying signs which 
read “No American Goods Sold here.” A number 
of the vernacular newspapers assert the movement 
to boycott American products, started as a protest 
against passage of the new American Immigration 
Law prohibiting entry of Japanese, is gaining 
ground among the middle and lower classes, despite 
the efforts of the Government to check its spread. 

The new St. Francis Seraphic Seminary, on 
Mount Pleasant Road, midway between Cincinnati 
and Hamilton, was dedicated with elaborate cere- 
monies last month. Archbishop Moeller officiated 
at a solemn Pontifical Mass, and Bishop Char- 
trand of Indianapolis preached the sermon, A 
flag was presented in the afternoon by Edward T. 
Dixon and accepted by Father Ernest Ott, O. F. M., 
the missionary. The Seminary band gave a con- 
cert and a luncheon was served. Many fraternal 
organizations participated in the ceremonies. The 
Spanish Mission style was used in the new struct- 
ure, and the material is buff brick, with stone trim- 
mings. The building is three stories high. A 
chapel, although a separate unit, is joined to the 
main building. The seminary, which is a boarding 
school accommodating 150 students, will be ready 
for occupancy in September. 


At the end of May, Secretary Work of the Inter- 
ior Department voiced emphatic opposition to those 
features of the Sterling-Reed bill which would in- 
volve federal subsidies to the States for educational 
purposes. Testifying before the House Committee 
on Education Secretary Work said: “I am not in 
favor of the federal government doing any thing 
for a State or a county or district that the State, 
county or district can do for itself. If money is to 
be spent for such purposes the Government will 
have to send officials into the States to supervise 
expenditures and there will be an inevitable lower- 
ing of local pride and initiative.” 


A general committee of 500 men, which includes 


leaders of Washington's business and professional 


Catholic laity, has swung into action under the 
leadership of P. J. Haltigan, archdiocesan presi- 
dent, to make the forthcoming national convention 
of the Holy Name Society in Philadelphia next 
September an impressive success. These men come 
from Washington's forty Holy Name branches, and 
no member of the committee is not a member of 
the Society. It is estimated 100,000 from all sec- 
tions of the country will be in the mammoth parade. 


Removal of the voting disability against Cath- 
olic women maintained by the Young Women’s 
Christian Association since it was founded, was 
included in a vote at the Association’s convention 
in New York, in which the liberal element won a 
decisive victory. It was voted, 2,627 to 366, to 
amend the constitution, removing the voting quali- 
fication that a member be also a member of a church 
affiliated with the Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America. While the vote was almost 300 
more than enough to amend the constitution, it 
does not make the change effective. At the next 
convention, two years hence, the motion must again 
be passed by a two-thirds majority before the con- 
stitution is changed. 


A page of history will be brought to life by Som- 
erset English folk this summer, when they will pro- 
duce a pageant depicting the story of the Bene- 
dictine Abbey of Muchelney. Five hundred men, 
women and children will take part in the spectacle, 
which will be performed in its original setting. 

The first ordinations in the Crypt of the Na- 
tional Shrine of the Immaculate Conception at the 
Catholic University, took place June 12, 13 and 14.

An Impression, a Prophecy and an Appeal 


I. Tue Impression 


It was late afternoon when our car made the steep 
turn off the highway leading to Graymoor. We came, 
frankly, to see and to be impressed. As we roared 
up the hill the world of noise and bustle dropped be 
hind, and we came to a halt at the crest of the Mount 
of the Atonement, at the foot of a statue of the Poor 
Man of Assisi, Father, Patron and Ideal of all who 
live and move and have their being in this place. ‘The 
peace St. Francis promised those who follow him 
pervaded the place and we stood :n our tracks, hesitant, 
lest by some uncouth gesture or noisy approach we 
shatter the silent beauty that met our eyes 

Now we were three plain persons, and practical 
withal. A priest, ang army captain whose D. S. C. be 
spoke his baptism of fire and blood, and the advertis 
ing manager of a large life insurance company. (ne 
of us was Catholic by birth, the other two by conver- 
sion. By virtue, therefore, of varying occupations, we 
were to see Graymoor from three different angles 
By virtue of unity in the Faith we drew identical con 
clusions. 


The priest was put forward to rap at the Friary door 
No one answered, but we had been seen, and straight 
way there descended upon us, or rather climbed up to 
us, a student from St. John’s College of the Atone 
ment. He was clad in his black cassock, girt with the 
thrice-knotted cord of St. Francis, endowed with the 
monastic spirit of hospitality, charming manners 
real Franciscan simplicity. The Father Founce 
Superior was not at home, but would we |x V 
about the Mount? We would; and forthwith we wert 
shown. 

We entered the Friary. Here struggled 
years of anxiety and disappointment. of sort 
of joy, he in whose heart was early born the 
the Society of the Atonement; who led his little f 
of Friars and Sisters of the Atonement “o'er 
fen, o’er crag and torrent” until the night of long and 
patient endurance paled into the golden day ot the 
Catholic Faith and they came finally to rest “in the 
captivity of the obedience of Christ.” 

From the Friary we were led into St. Francis’ 
Church, the Friars choir chapel. It is typically Fran 
ciscan, plain to severity, yet the seat of His Glory in 
Whose honor it was raised. In the dim and incense 
laden atmosphere we felt the spirit of prayer, the al 
most visible indwelling of the Holy Spirit. Beyond 
the dark oak choir stalls stands the altar, the Sinai of 
the New Law, vested in gorgeous hangings of glittering 
gold, splendid and aloof, vet plain and intimate. Later, 
when we passed through the cloister, the Friars were 
at the evening office. The whole place thrilled with the 
measured cadence of the psalms. At least one of us 
recalled Monsignor Benson’s description of monks in 
choir: “The psalms rocked from side to side, ae though 
the nave were indeed some great ship, ploughing 1 
way to the Kingdom of God.” We looked upon the 


Friars as they stood in their stalls, oblivious of all but 
the task they performed so heartily and so devoutly, 
This thought came: these are of a truth “arrows in 
the quiver of the Lord,” awaiting in patient effort the 
time when they shall be shot forth as sq many grace- 
tipped messengers of the Atonement, to preach, to 
praise, to bless; to teach, to sanctify, to govern by 
charity and “the unction given from above.” 


Leaving the Friars’ chapel, we entered a recreation 
ground that spreads like a green carpet to the very 
brink of the mountain's crest. And what a view! 
Down, down, the mountain sweeps; then a fertile val- 
ley and mountain on mountain in the distance. The 
view is gorgeous, majestic, unbroken. One thinks im- 
mediately of St. Francis, Alvernia, the vision, the six- 
winged Seraph and the Stigmata. It is growing dark 
as we regard this moving beauty, and imagination be- 
holds the Poor Man himself in these surroundings, his 
arms stretched wide as he gives his great cry: “Oh, the 
love of God!” The beauty of God's world and the 
love that inspired His gracious creation wrung that cry 
from St. Francis. The same spectacle struck us dumb 
in silent admiration 


The young student leads us up vet another rise in 
the Mount of the Atonement. We arrive at the very 
top of the world, and enter the chapel of the Holy 
Ghost. Syzantine, gorgeous in coloring, a brooding 
peace pervading, all this is the Rock of Remembrance, 
the Hill of The Covenant, the Burning Bush of The 
Society of the Atonement. Around the apse and about 
the nave, in great uncials of red and black run the 
three texts which were the inspiration and the directory 
of the Father Founder. Here is set forth for all who 
shall follow after him the record of the Father Found- 
er’s cavenant with God and his witness to the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Ghost in The Societv of The Atone- 
ment. About the altar seven red lamps added their 
glow to the last palé gleams of the sun, and one was 
moved to whisper: “Mano nobiscum Domine, quoniam 
advesperascit.” Above the rood screen a_ crucifix 
towered, and nearby stood a statue of Our Lady of 
The Atonement, lest her place in the hearts of the Sons 
of the Atonement be by any chance forgotten.

RELIGIOUS BROTHERHOODS 


Catholics in general know very little of the life and 
work of the Brothers. Young men are not entering 
because they do not know there is such a life await- 
ing them. Parents should know more of the life of 
the Brothers, its dignity, necessity and advantages that 
they may not make the mistake of opposing their chil- 
dren when they decide to take up such a life work. 
I:very Brotherhood suffers a great deal from this inter- 
ference with vocations. 

THE APPEAL 

It is very difficult to explain the word “vocation.” 
Boys usually decide at once that they do not have such 
as they are not worthy of the same. If they are asked 
to volunteer their services they are 


clearly shows by her approval of the institutes of 
Brothers. The following question from his Grace 
Archbishop Hanna explains this point and also shows 
he realizes that vocations to the Brotherhoods are often 
tampered with. He says: 


“Tt were surely a misplaced zeal in anyone to seek 
to set a boy aside from his purpose of entering the 
srotherhood, even in the hope that he might later at- 
tach himself to the priesthood. Vocation is not deter- 
mined by the wishes or ambitions of an outside party; 
vocation is a call of God, and to overlook a doctrine 
sc basic is not unlikely to work mischief to the future 
of the boy as to the cause of the Church; too often, 
indeed, he will never entertain the idea of an apostolic 
career of any kind, while we cannot forget that our 
clergy for the most part, are re- 





interested. There are the millions 
who gave their services to the 
cause of country during the late 
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Brothers to 
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requests. At the present time the largest 
Brotherhoods in the c is thinking of refusing all’ 
uch requests for the next eight years, thus enabling 
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the Brothers and help fill up the ranks of these great 
factors in building a virile Catholicity.” 

When our land is dotted with a sufficient number of 
Catholic high schools the problem of obtaining recruits 
for the seminaries is solved. This is shown by the 
large number who enter the seminaries each year from 
such schools. An increase of Brothers would also re- 
lease many priests who are now teaching in such schools. 
This is not their calling and they desire to be at the 
work they had in mind when they entered the seminary. 
They are needed to look after the spiritual wants of the 
members of the parish, to administer the sacraments, 
give retreats, etc. 

Not the least to profit from a greater number of 
Brothers would the boys themselves. Mother 
Anselm says: “At a certain age boys ought to be 
taught by men who can enter into their sports, and 
influence and help shape their ideals and mode of action. 
Proof of this is the marked difference in bearing as 
soon as the little chaps are promoted from the Sisters’ 
tc the Brothers’ department in the same school.” There 
is something missing in the life of any young man 
who has received his advanced educational training 
under women. Brothers are experts in this work of 
training young men. They have given years to the 
preparation, it is their life work, their duty before 
God. Catholic education consists in a great deal more 
than simply imparting secular knowledge

In many places seculars have been employed to take 
care of the high schools. They can teach the classes 
but they will never be able to do the work as it is done 
by those who have consecrated themselves to the train- 
ing of youth

THE CALDEY EMBARGO 

Permit the Editor to direct your attention to the 
rescue of the Benedictine Monks of Caldev from a 
position of extraordinary embarrassment. Our Readers 
know that in the vear 1913 the Anglican Benedictines 
who occupied the Isle of Caldey, on the south coast 
of Wales, applied to Pope Pius X to receive them 
corporately into the Fold of Peter, taking as their 
model the corporate reception of the Society of the 
Atonement at Graymoor four years previously. 

Pope Pius X, like the father of the prodigal son, 
opened his arms benevolently, and welcomed them 
into Peter’s House, thus restoring the Ancient Isle, 
that had been the home of Monasticism on and off 
for a thousand years prior to the “Reformation,” to 
the same relationship it had enjoved with the Vicar of 
Christ before Henry VIII made the breach between 
England and Rome 

No sooner were the Caldey Monks received into the 


oy 
‘> 
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Catholic Church than grave financial troubles arose 
Their Church of England benefactors began to clamor 
for the alms that had been contributed in the purchase 
of the Isle, and in the erection of certain monastic 
buildings. A commission was accordingly appointed, on 
which figured such prominent persons as the Catholi 
Duke of Norfolk and Lord Halifax, the chief Anglican 
Benefactor of the Anglican Benedictines prior to their 
corporate reception into Peter’s Fold. The judgment 
of this commission was that the Monks should make 
restitution by the payment of a very large sum of 
money to their previous benefactors. 


On top of this tremendous obligation, England was 
plunged into the World War, by the result of which 
the debt of Caldey increased rather than diminished 
The financial obligations of the Monks became so 
grave that finally the Holy See made a ruling that 
they were to take no more Novices, and their candi- 
dates for the Priesthood were not to be ordanied 
until Caldey was saved from all danger of being 
sold for debt. 


And so it came to pass that the Caldey Bene- 
dictines have been subjected for years to a great 
trial of their faith. To their everlasting credit be 
it said that they have courageously held on to their 
Island fortress and have not flinched under the se- 
vere ordeal. The choir monks not ordained have 
waited year after year for Holy Orders and still 
wait hoping and praying for the day when the em- 
bargo of debt might be lifted. Postulants eager for 
the habit, have not despaired, leaving the Island to 
seek the Benedictine habit elsewhere, but are still 
tarrying at Caldey, longing for its complete eman- 
cipation from monetary fetters. The last six months 
has witnessed the beginning of their happy deliv- 
erance, the debt has been reduced by twenty thou- 
sand pounds (about $100,000) while. TEN 
PFHOUSAND POUNDS, or FIFTY THOUSAND 
DOLLARS, is the sum now required to pay off the 
balance of the mortgage and to lift the embargo 
which is preventing the growth and expansion of 
this splendid company of English Benedictines. 

We believe that it was the example of Gray- 
moor, and the rewards of observing the Church 
Unity Octave, which brought the Benedictine 
Monks of Caldey, at the same time with the Bene- 
dictine Nuns of Millhaven, Wales, into the Cath- 
olic Fold. Therefore, we feel a very great desire to 
do something to help lift the embargo that prevents 
the growth and development of this company of 
Benedictine Monks. 


_ We will be made very happy if our Readers, real- 
izing the condition that the Monks are in, will come 
to their rescue in wiping out the balance of the 
mortgage debt. 


We are informed by the Sub-Prior that many

identical in character, whether they appear in a Christian, 
a Buddhist, or a Moslem, for example?” 

“Most certainly,” replied the old priest with conviction;

“I think I see,” I said thoughtfully: “but what a broad 
encouraging outlook on religion such a view gives one 
Why, it really looks as if, in these personal experiences 
we might find a basis for religious unity after all.”
